George Bernard Shaw, England, has found fault with most everything 
American. splashed our Nation with broke the hearts our 
Cinema favorites, slurred our lovely women, poked fun our cities, insulted 
our every idol and hero, but never even mentioned the Nation’s greatest 


Odes have been written the Rose, poems the sunsets, and prose 
the beauties our landscapes, but pen has yet recorded fitting words 
the taste good cantaloupe. The dog, the horse, the cat and the cow, 
even the ant and the lowly sow, the birds, trees and fishes, and every 
beast that roams, have had their praises sung that posterity may know 
their contributions fuller life. The watermelon the vine, tomatoes 
and their juice, oranges, apples, potatoes and peas, and Bobby Burns 
forgot not the fleas—all these and more have their place our literature 
and lore. But, who has given one word for the good cantaloupe? 


Close association and the actual experience carrying through suc- 
cession happy experiences with anything, eventually gives that thing 
man’s tribute, but takes constancy provoke the inspiration that 
yields the tribute, and herein lies the doom the cantaloupe.

Some the facts about cantaloupes apply the milk supply eating 
places. the milk supply had greater variation than the coffee—and 
that far from uniform—we would have many more milk drinkers. 
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Milk consumption was increased over twenty per cent per capita 
less than than five years America due very carefully planned and 
wisely presented campaign—and partially due prohibition—but did 
not last. Few permanent results can traced the campaign today.

Golden Guernsey milk has great opportunity fill the menus the 
land. will fill them within decade few things are done. First, 
there must uniformity the quality—fat, solids not fat, low bacteria 
count and flavor. These leave memories through the palate. This the 
avenue through which the dairyman may earn premiums. These are 
factors that every good package milk must have live. 


Second, there must uniformity color. Attention must given 
more constant high color. The selection breeding stock important 
the major part but much can done through feeding. hope that 
there will available soon economical and practical color reading 
device which, together with the points economy and practice, will 
far eliminating the personal factor reading samples. Color reading 
our breed must based sound data the Babcock Test, 
are proceed with assurance. 


Third, there must complete unity presenting our product and its 
merit. National advertising must continue. Breeders should make 
effort qualify for the use the trademark and, above all, should pay 


their royalties, which present our only source revenue for ad- 
vertising. 


Fourth, all should join the elimination the use the term Golden 
Guernsey except under its correct usage, which the qualifications of, 
and use under the trademark. 


Fifth, the spread between Golden Guernsey and the next market grade 
below should not too wide. There was time when four cents was 
right, but under present conditions this too much, except unusual 
situations. The large surplus milk generally has shown that occasional- 
one cent sufficient, but generally two cents correct. The important

Because 

positive means identifying animals from birth, and gives each owner opportunity keeping his herd checked, 

that transposition animals shall take place. accompanying pictures and criticisms are made with the desire that they 

may material benefit breeders photography.

Measuring Guernsey 


Production Since 1900 


HIS discussion will deal pri- 
marily with the subject 

the Production 
Milk and Butter Fat Guernsey 
Cows since will give 
better perspective, however, 
back decade previous that time 
and consider briefly the methods 
leading the adoption more 
authentic systems measuring 
production.

the Annual Meeting The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club 
December, 1897, there was strong 
sentiment favoring the encourage- 
ment Guernsey breeders the 
making home tests, which would 
under the supervision the 
Executive Committee The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club and the 
college experiment stations. com- 
mittee, appointed for the purpose,

drew rules requiring breeder 
report milk weights the Club 
office and take sample each 
milking monthly and send his 
agricultural experiment station. The 
per cent butter fat contained 
these samples was reported 
the Club office. Yearly records 
milk and butter fat were com- 
puted multiplying the monthly 
totals milk the corresponding 
percentages butter fat and total- 
ing the production credits for twelve 
months. 
Many notable records were made 
under this plan and, the number 
grew, the need became apparent for 
would recorded the real nobility 
the Guernsey breed— animals 
that not only had been registered 
but also had demonstrated their 
ability producers. Accordingly, 
the Advanced Register was adopted 
1901 and rules were made govern- 
ing the eligibility animals for 
entry. For bulls, the new rules 
included scale points and two 
Advanced Register daughters; for 
cows, scale points and record 
either milk butter fat. 
sion was made for the making 
both yearly and seven day records. 
was recognized that Advanced 
Register records should super- 
vised such manner that they 
would command public confidence, 
and the Advanced Register Rules 
provided for preliminary milking 
and required also that samples 
milk taken and tested official 
inspectors under the direction the 


State Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions. the seven day records, 
every milking was tested separately 
for per cent fat; yearly records 
day’s composite sample milk 
was tested each month. report- 
ing the records, the estimated yield 
butter was given well the 
actual yield milk and butter fat. 

The term “butter however, 
soon came regarded the 
true term applied, rather than 
and breeders usually chose 
the yearly preference the seven 
day testing. Later seven day test- 
ing was discontinued and entry 
was made the Advanced Register 
except year’s basis. 

The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club was the first breed organiza- 
tion adopt Advanced Register 
based yearly records butter 
fat and the first cow admitted was 
Glenwood Girl 6th 9113, with 
record 12000 pounds milk and 
572 pounds butter fat. Glenwood 
Girl 6th 9113 was bred and owned 
Jersey, who developed the famous 
Glenwood family Guernsey cattle. 

Official testing for the Advanced 
Register brought before the public 
the 
Guernseys for high production, thus 
creating keen demand and very 
good prices for the breed. 

Imp. Princess Rhea 15479, 
early 1904, had produced under 
official test for one year, 14000 
pounds milk and 775 pounds 
butter fat. 1905, Yeksa Sun- 
beam 15439 finished record 
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15000 pounds milk and 857 
pounds butter fat. 

The most remarkable year’s rec- 
ord dairy cow, the time, com- 
pleted 1909 Dolly Dimple 
19144, was 18500 pounds milk and 
907 pounds butter fat. 

The Executive Committee The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club felt 
that such outstanding records, al- 
though unquestionably authentic, 
might questioned, unless atten- 
tion was given closer supervision. 
special committee was, therefore, 
appointed examine all completed 
records and have general super- 
vision Advanced Register testing. 
Major changes were made the 
Advanced Register rules include 
two day monthly supervision, auto- 
retests and other regulations 
designed eliminate any attempt 
fraud. Futhermore, special 
inspector was appointed the Club 
conduct check tests and thus 
substantiate large records. 

Following the adoption the two 
day monthly test, comparison was 
made the results one day tests 
with two day tests. This study 
proved that the difference between 
the results the two was slight 
Consequently, the Advanced Regis- 
ter rules were revised permit the 
use either the one day the two 
day monthly test with preliminary 
milking. 

Large production records, made 
under the new and more strict 
regulations, were announced fre- 
quently, showing that the Guernsey 
cow, producer, was entitled 
all the acclaim that had been given 
her. 

May Rilma 22761, 1914, made 
year’s record 19,600 pounds 
milk and 1073 pounds butter fat, 
making her champion 
breeds. She was later sold auc- 
tion for over $5,000. 

The following year, Murne Cowan 
19597 became new queen the 
dairy world with record 24000 
pounds milk and almost 1100 
pounds butter fat. 

1916 there was demand for 
reduced cost making records. 
This was met dropping the re- 
quirement dry milking for the 
two day test and accepting tests 
Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociations, when approved the 
state college experiment stations. 

dairy cow valuable must 
not only produce but also reproduce. 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, therefore, order encour- 
age both reproduction and produc- 
tion, adopted new Advanced 
Register classification. cow, 
addition meeting her requirement 
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butter fat, carried calf 265 
days during her yearly record, the 
letter designating her age class 
would doubled. This new classi- 
fication was called the Double 
Letter 

this time there was 
limitation the number milkings 
for cows making Advanced Register 
records and the breeders, 
who found impractical milk 
more than twice daily, demanded 
classification which would adapt- 
able ordinary farm practice and 
would make possible for them 
compete with the wealthy breeder. 
The answer this demand was the 
adoption the Executive Com- 
mittee The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club classification 
which the number milkings was 
limited twice daily, the duration 
the record 305 days, and 
calf carried 205 days during the 
record. these requirements were 
complied with, the letter designat- 
ing the age class cow was 
tripled. This was called the Triple 

The requirement butter fat for 
yearly records was raised forty 
pounds 1923, order make the 
butter fat requirement for yearly 
testing comparable with the butter 
fat requirement for the Farmer’s 
Class, the duration the Farmer’s 
Class record being 305 days, whereas 
the records made single and 
double letter classifications were for 
period 365 days. 

The extent Advanced Register 
testing continued gain and 
1925, 19,000 Advanced Register 
records had become official. These 
averaged 9500 pounds milk and 
476 pounds butter fat, increase 
800 pounds milk and forty- 
two pounds butter fat over the 
corresponding averages 1915. 
More than 500 breeders were mak- 
ing records 2,000 cows, which was 
nearly double the amount official 
testing ten years previous. 

1925, Anesthesia Faith Hill- 
stead 114354 completed butter fat 
record 1112.5 pounds, making her 
the new champion record cow the 
Guernsey breed. 


Some breeders were complaining 
that the cost the monthly two 
day test was too great. had been 
proved years previous that the one 
day test was nearly reliable the 
two day test and so, 1926, the 
Executive Committee abandoned 
the two day supervision favor 
the less expensive one day monthly 
test. Also the uniform rules govern- 
ing the supervision tests, form- 
ulated The American Dairy 
Science Association, 


porated with the Advanced Register 
rules the Club. 

From almost the beginning 
official testing breeders 
somewhat handicapped two fac- 
tors: (1) The uncertainty being 
able secure competent labor that 
would develop the maximum cap- 
acity their cows, and, (2) The 
expense official supervision. 
order overcome these disadvant- 
ages and encourage mass testing, 
the Executive Committee The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club 
adopted new classification 1930, 
called the Improvement 
which was virtually recog- 
nition Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association records 
could carried with small ex- 
pense for supervision. Moreover, 
the Farmer’s Class was amended 
eliminate the testing only selected 
individuals and reduce the ex- 
pense making Farmer’s Class 
records. was specified that 
breeder would make such record 
every cow his herd the Ad- 
vanced Register fee would only 
$2.00 per record, instead the 
regular Advanced Register fee 
$10.00. classification was 
named “The Triple Letter Herd 

The tendency has been toward 
frequent adoption new classifica- 
tions. There are present five 
them: Single Letter, Double Letter, 
Triple Letter, Triple Letter Herd 
Test and Herd Improvement Test. 
There are many, however, who feel 
that there are too many classifica- 
tions. sympathy with this grow- 
ing sentiment, the Executive Com- 
mittee The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, the 1933 Annual 
Meeting, voted discontinue the 
Double Letter entries beginning 
with September The Double 
Letter class, with its long calving 
requirement, now regarded 
impractical. Important changes 
were made the Farmer’s Class 
and the Herd Improvement Divi- 
sion. cow that began Triple 
Letter record July after may 
milked three times daily during the 
first thirty days her record and, 
during that time she reaches 
specified day’s milk yield, she may 
milked three times daily 
additional thirty days. She will 
required carry calf only 175 
days during her record. 

Daily milk records are longer 
required the Herd Improvement 
classification and the testing 
grade Guernseys optional.

Breeding Better Dairy Cattle 
Facilitated Studies 


was breeder domes- 
tic animals before the dawn 
the iron age, and has 
followed that vocation through all 
the succeeding stages civilization. 
His creatures today are vast im- 
provement over the stock from 
which they sprang, but how does 
this development compare with that 
represented the watch that 
marks time for him, the automobile 
that carries him his daily errands, 
the radio that entertains him 
during his leisure hours? 

all the dairy cows the United 
States today were economical prod- 
ucers milk and butter fat, 
further improvement would nec- 
essary and could let well enough 
alone. But such not the case. 
Even our dairy herd improvement 
associations, where the average 
production well above that the 
average for all milking cows the 
United States, one-third the cows 
test fail return enough pay 
for their feed, one-third earn only 
their keep, and only one-third earn 
profit over feed cost. There may 
have been time the early days 
the automotive industry when 
only one-third the cars were 
successful, but that day has long 
since passed. The airplane indus- 
try, had like record in- 
efficiency, would have been ruined 
its infancy. Yet this inefficiency 
continues the business dairy 
cattle breeding.

The need further knowledge 
about the laws heredity has 
stimulated the efforts investiga- 
tors during the intervening years, 
with the result that now possible 
apply the available information 
developing method livestock 
breeding that will largely eliminate 
uncertainty and risk. 

probable that the proportion 
unprofitable dairy cows the 
entire cow population larger than 
one-third. But even the ratio 
more than one three, 
enough throw severe burden 
loss dairy farmers. About 5,000,- 
heifers are raised each year 
provide replacements for milking 
herds. According the figures 
the dairy herd associations, one- 
third these heifers, 1,666,666, 
will fail produce enough milk 
pay for the feed they consume.

after year, and return they add 
their individually meager share 
already overabundant milk supply, 
which times threatens wash 
away all the profits dairy farmers. 
Noris that other 1,666,666 
heifers that are expected merely 
break even with the feed bill, must 
surely gifted with beauty 
sociability they are allowed 
linger the barns, straddling the 
profit and loss line. 


Staggering Loss From Poor 
Animals 


the present, may able 

endure the profitless society 
the 1,666,666 heifers that break even, 
but surely must something 
about the other 1,666,666 that drain 
the profits from the milk-producing 
business, causing that 
amounts the staggering total 
$124,999,950 when figure the cost 
raising the heifers $75 head. 
Cold economics will finally force 
quest for knowledge needed over- 
come this loss. 

Geneticists, like most other scien- 
tists, have set out unveil the 
mysteries nature. Much the 
experimental breeding work which 
has been done apparently far re- 
moved from the practical field 
breeding better dairy cattle. Many 
the investigations reported are 
carried with plants, and many 
more with insects and small labora- 
tory animals. After sitting, weigh- 
ing, and studying vast amount 
information, observing 
uncovered certain facts about the 
working the laws 
Recording the breeding results ob- 
tained crossing plants animals 
that have contrasted characteristics, 
these men have gradually built 
understanding how hereditary 
characteristics are transmitted from 
parent offspring.

When Holstein was mated 
everyone expected Hol- 
stein offspring, and they were not 
disappointed. But how many 
asked why this was true? 
one seemed greatly interested, 
just had that way. never 
occurred breeder that the get 
Holsteins were Holsteins because 
they inherited Holstein character- 
istics from their parents accord- 
ance with the laws heredity. But 
when black and white 
parents produced red and white 
Holstein calf, then the breath 
scandal touched this particular mat- 
ing and the unfortunate calf was 
hustled into oblivion and even the 
breed association refused give 
number, though its parents may 
have theretofore begat numerous 
orthodox progeny. 


Animals Longer 
Mystery 

can explain this pheno- 

and remove the stain 
doubt from the parentage this 
calf; but nobody can remove from 
the sire and dam the taint 
that has come down them the 
germ plasm through numerous gen- 
erations from some early foreign 
progenitor that was red and white. 
Even denying registration off- 
colored animals since the founding 
the Holstein-Friesian Association 
America has not been effective 
entirely eliminating this inherited 
trait. But the appear- 
ance the trait longer 
mystery. Other facts regarding in- 
heritance cattle can explained. 
Perhaps that part knowl- 
edge available for use aid 
dairy-cattle breeders meager 
comparison with similar information 
other fields, but evident that 
program can form- 
ulated. 

First all, known that the 
ability produce milk heredi- 
tary characteristic. other words, 
this ability transmitted from both 
parents the offspring. The in- 


heritance this trait not simple. 


that coat color, presence ab- 
sence horns, broken solid 
color, but nevertheless, follows the 
laws heredity. Since the ability 
the heifer inherited from its 
Parents, the wise breeder will de- 
velop his herd from analyzed parent- 
stock. means testing his 
animals for milk and butter fat 
production. the case females 
their transmitting ability, 
but they offer mark from which 
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measure progress the succeeding 
generation. When female has 
tested progeny, their records com- 
pared with her own give the best 
measure her transmitting ability. 
stated above, the milk producing 
function inherited from both 
parents. This the breeder’s good 
fortune, enables him build 
his herd rapidly centering his 
attention the selection herd 
sires. Here the key assured 
breeding progress —the continuous 
use sires having known transmit- 
ting ability. What they are trans- 
mitting has been determined 
comparing the individual produc- 
tion records six more their 
unselected daughters with the rec- 
ords the dams these daughters. 
Additional pairs daughters and 
dams make the proof more depend- 
able. 
records such sires will repeated 
long they are used. Sires se- 
lected herd improvers must have 
demonstrated their ability beget 
daughters all most which 
produce more milk and butter fat 
than their dams produced under 
similar environmental conditions. 
Use such sires assures steady in- 
crease the average production 
the herd, and also largely eliminates 
the costly burden raising heifers 
sires can used with the certainty 
that more than one three their 
daughters will earn profit and that 
far fewer than one three will fail 
pay for their feed. 


Influence The Proved Sire 

first cross such proved 

sire ordinary herd 
dairy cows might compared 
pouring glass red ink into glass 
water.

There 
need adopt such constructive 
breeding practice today, for there 
other known way secure wide- 
spread breed improvement. The 
present methods, which involve 
extensive and costly culling, are too 
wasteful endure now that science 
has unlocked the secrets inherit- 
ance. 

The supply bulls proved 
prepotent for high production too 
limited afford one for each dairy 
herd. The small supply and the 
additional care required handling 
old bulls put this program beyond 
the reach most small dairy farm- 
for those who have the time and 
aptitude for livestock development. 
Such breeding program should 
attractive this class dairymen, 
for there continually growing 
demand for young bulls that can 
used with assurance 
The spread genetic knowledge 
through breeding schools and other 
extension effort awakening greater 
interest the potential ability 
young bulls. When the pure-line 
breeder has reached the stage where 
has largely eliminated low-prod- 
uction factors from his herd will 
find ready market for young sires 
pure-line-production breeding. 
the meantime, his market will 
grow with his breeding progress, 
since prospective buyers young 
bulls are now urged select only 
those that are sires known 
ability for transmitting high-prod- 
uction levels. Although such sires 
have usually demonstrated 
ability through their daughters, 
there sufficient proof that their 
sons will also carry the same in- 
for high level milk 
production shown the daughters. 
When the breeder adopts this pro- 
gram continuously using proved 
sires develop pure-line herd, 
sons proved bull; and each step 
upward toward the pure line in- 
creases the value his young bulls.

the May 1924, issue the 
Breeders’ Journal, 
there appeared article headed 

Opportunities the 
The first sentence read 
follows, ‘‘The greatest opportunity 
for the Guernsey breed today lies 
the South, and more especially 
justify that statement was made 
the lines that followed, but probably 
with success. However, 
Guernsey breeders who read the 
article, spite their smiles, may 
have appreciated the enthusiasm 
for the opportunity their breed 
new developing territory 
then, disinterested party. that 
may, there are more reasons 
for that statement today far 
than could have been the case 
that time. The growth manu- 
factured dairy products and the 
Guernsey breed since that time 
almost unbelievable. 

1922, according figures given 
the above mentioned article, 
42,072,730 pounds butter was 
manufactured. 1931, just nine 
years later, this figure had increased 
197,169,000 pounds butter. 
Aside from this, entirely new 
dairy manufacturing industry grew 
far the South was concerned 
which resulted the manufacture 
25,938,000 pounds cheese, 
40,300,000 pounds condensed 
milk, 154,433,000 pounds eva- 
porated milk and 21,061,000 pounds 
powdered milk. the South- 
eastern states the Guernsey breed 
increased 245 per cent from 1920 
1930, from 6,439 animals 
22,250, compared with 54.5 per

cent increase for its nearest com- 
petitor. 

Through these years the Guernsey 
breed has been building its founda- 
tion throughout the called New 
already the predominating breed, 
and all them interest greater 
than any time the history 
the breed. Conditions through 
which have been passing have, 
course, retarded its progress, but 
interest has not been effected and 
with improved conditions there 
greater back log prospects than 
our Southern breeders will able 
supply. spite present con- 
ditions and seeming over supply 
dairy products, the dairy indus- 
try must continue increase over 
this area for number years 
come. 

1931 the aggregate value 
manufactured products 
364,000,000. Excepting the abnor- 
mally high valuation during the 
boom period this was excess 
any other year for which census 
figures are available. While manu- 
factured values the rest the 
country increased sixty-six per cent 
from the pre-war period, 1914 
1931, the South showed gain 
ninety-six per cent. The region now 
produces sixty-five per cent the 
domestic production petroleum, 
over forty-one per cent the 
country’s coal, all the sulphur 
and ninety-seven per cent the 
phosphate. the country’s total 
public utility power capacity the 
South has thirty-one per cent the 
water power plants, nineteen per 
cent the steam plants and fifty 


per cent the internal combustion 
engine generating plants. More 
than eighty-five per cent all the 
cotton goods manufactured the 
United States now manufactured 
the South. Cotton goods, how- 
ever, does not represent ten per 
cent the present total value all 
Southern manufacturers. This in- 
dustrial growth, with every indica- 
tion even greater development, 
will necessarily increase the demand 
for the production more dairy 
products. This but one the 
factors that will aid bringing 
greater interest the dairy cow. 
The South undergoing Agri- 
cultural Revolution. During the 
past three years greater strides have 
been made diversified agriculture 
and supplying its own food and 
feed than the previous decade. 
has been estimated that the South 
has been spending much 
$100,000,000 for food feed 
brought from outside that can 
produced locally with equal, 
greater ease and less cost. The 
purchase dairy products repre- 
sents considerable part this 
amount. Before the advent the 
Mexican boll weevil seemed wise 
follow the all-cotton system and 
purchase these supplies from out- 
side sources. After this pest became 
hazardous method and the Southern 
farmer, for the first time his exist- 
ence, began look about for safer 
and more economical system.

The 1920 and 1930 census shows 
increased population the South 
This increase did not establish itself 
upon the farmers the South but 
her cities and industrial centers. 
These constantly growing millions 
are potential and undeveloped 
market for dairy products—un- 
developed, that the South has not 
yet become milk conscious. The 
consumption per capita milk and 
milk products lower probably 
than any other like area the 
civilized world. Much already 
being done remedy this condition, 
but yet the possibilities have 
searcely been touched. The fluid 
milk distributors have done more 


than anyone else popularize their 
product and have met with the most 
success. Guernsey breeders have 
been particularly active and can 
said, without fear successful 
contradiction, that they have pro- 
fited most. 

Golden Guernsey milk becom- 
ing popular phrase all parts 
the South where was unheard 
ten years ago. The demand for 
this particular product increasing 
more rapidly and meeting with more 
favor than the most optimistic 
Guernsey breeder would have pre- 
dicted. Producers and distributors 
the city and small town markets 
are beginning realize the easy 
marketability Golden Guernsey 
milk and are filling their herds 
with grade and pure bred Guernseys. 
one city market alone, over 300 
Guernseys have been placed 
herds where they were conspicuous 
their absence four years ago. 
This only the beginning, 
amply demonstrated the strong 
tendency the more progressive 
dairymen all Southern markets 
purchase Guernsey bulls head 
their herds, and the constant de- 
mand for good grade Guernsey 
cows. fact, that practically 
every center the South, where 
good grade Guernsey cows could 
have been purchased five years ago, 
has been stripped its supply and 
city dairymen have been under the 
cars from far away Wisconsin. 

This condition is, lesser ex- 


tent, true pure breds. There area 
few surplus pure breds ‘the 
Southern market the stronger 
Guernsey sections, but distinct 
need for good foundation animals 


the outlying states. Distance from 
source supply has greatly handi- 
capped breed progress many 
states and the greatest need the 
present time states like Alabama, 
Florida, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi and Tennessee few more 
breeders who are position sup- 
ply good, well-bred foundation ani- 
mals from tested dams. With im- 
proved conditions these would-be 
purchasers will make the extra 
sacrifice and into the sections 
having animals for sale and make 
their purchases. The Guernsey 
breed was developed the South 
its present state that method and 
the outlying states will likewise 
with the first definite proof re- 
turning prosperity. matter 
fact, the demand growing more 
persistent all the time and spite 
present conditions will soon take 
definite form. 

Guernsey breeders the South 
have every reason for congratulat- 
ing themselves the healthy condi- 
tion their breed and the com- 
paratively good demand the pre- 
sent time for their cattle. During 
the most trying time their exist- 
ence they have continued test and 
cull their herds, advertise their 
breed and hold promotional and 
State Sales. Not always have they 
succeeded carrying out all their 
plans, but, the whole, the herds 
are better condition than ever 
before, there has been actual in- 
crease testing, and the first sale 
yet held that did not bring 


good prices and attract buyers from 
outside states. Their confidence 
the breed has been justified and the 
future holds wonderful possibilities 
and promise further success. 


Guernseys North Central States Deep-Rooted And Strong 


cedented calm the lowering 

clouds finally appeared, gath- 
ering thick and fast; and suddenly 
the storm broke all its fury. The

The 
Cottonwood, unlike the Oak, lacked 
the heart stand the strain. 

Like the strong-hearted, deep- 
rooted Oak, find the Guernsey 
breed the North Central states 
still strong the face depression, 
coupled with three years drought. 
true that, like few the 
Oak’s limbs that fell, have few 
good breeders succumbed condi- 


tions beyond their control. There 
hardly breeding establishment, 
large small, that has escaped 
financial difficulties. This period 
has caused the Middle Western 
dairyman recognize that the 
characteristics Guernsey cattle— 
such high average yield golden 
colored milk, superior quality 
and test, coupled with minimum 
feed requirements—have helped 
carry many distressed dairyman 
through this stormy time, Many 
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breeders and raisers pure bred 
Guernsey cattle, whose hearts are 
not sufficiently strong for pure breds, 
have fallen like the Cottonwood 
tree. Most the better breeding 
establishments have continued oper- 
ations and are building stronger 
herds. 

very fortunate that the mor- 
ale our better breeding establish- 
ments, and our county and state 
organizations, has been higher than 
any other breed. has been this 
spirit high morale breed 
activity that has helped keep the 
pulse the Guernsey breed beating 
strongly this section, and has 
been direct cause breeders 
other breeds being attracted the 
Fawn and White cow. That spirit, 
which pervades this territory, that 
have the best breed cattle 
and that her product superior 
any other, having telling effect. 
High morale, the inherited char- 
acteristics the breed, coupled 
with breed activity, has been and 
furthering the interest our breed 
this section the future. 

indeed gratifying find the 
Guernsey breed leading popular- 
ity this section. This evidenced 
received for both grade and pure 
bred cattle sold than for any other 
breed. further evidenced 
the great number who have, and 
are, changing from other breeds 
Guernseys. 
coupled with the breed’s proved 
characteristics, has pointed the way 
greater appreciation our cow 
and her product. 

During the summer months the 
fieldman attended thirty-six meet- 
ings.

Many 
are accrediting their herds free 
contagious abortion, while others 
are rapidly culling out inferior fe- 
males more closely than ever before. 
Breeders are recognizing that the 
future outlook for them will 
better all their cows are tested and 
have record, and their herd 
free from contagious abortion. 

There has also been necessary 
readjustment values. The price 
for high class grade and pure bred 
Guernsey cows has held well and 


breeders generally are recognizing 
that the future they will 
dealing with more discriminating 


buyer. The wise breeder adjust- 
ing, best can, his herd and 
breeding operations meet the 
evident conditions that the future 
will demand the 
breeder. 

Enterprising breeders, who form- 
erly placed selling the product sec- 
ondary, have, many sections 
this territory, been active build- 
ing profitable markets for Gold- 
Guernsey milk. Those who have 
had quality milk market during 
the past few years occupy the best 
position today and their future 
prospects are superior. within 
the truth state that more Guern- 
sey milk (whether sold under the 
label The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club Guernsey milk) 
this time being sold the North 
Central states than ever before 
the history the breed. This great 
activity bearing fruit and will 
accumulative its results. The 
possibilities for expansion and im- 
provement along this line are almost 
unlimited and the future outlook 
exceedingly bright. 

Those engaged milk marketing 
have, many cases, shown les- 
sened interest constructive pure 
bred breeding establishments and 
there has been some tendency 
add grades the herds. Many, 
however, will again reestablish pure 
bred herds with better price condi- 
tions. This fact has tended in- 
crease interest breeding estab- 
lishments out milk marketing 
territories. Many these estab- 
lishments should have 
improving market the demand 
increases. 

The general quality and produc- 
ing ability many the herds 
both grades and pure 
been lowered during the past few 
years. The questionable practices 
close breeding, use 
and grade sires, discontinuing all 
forms testing and intelligent cull- 
ing, and lowering interest, have 
Recognizing that will dealing 
the future with more discrimi- 
nating buyer, the breeders who 
have continued good dairy herd 
practices should find themselves 
limited and select will 
only tend enhance their future 
outlook and therefore their profits. 

Although figures are available, 
unquestionably many inferior pure 
breds have gone grades during 
the past few years. While this may 
true some good ones their 
numbers are small. 

For years this section has been 
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the principal source for both grade 
pure bred Guernseys prac- 
tically all sections the United 
States and some foreign countries. 
The future should hold for the better 
breeder ready market for both 
pure bred and grade Guernseys 
good quality and known produc- 
ing ability.

Had there been depression, our 
breeders would 
thoughtlessly continued registering, 
raising, and selling every Guernsey 
calf that could leave its mother’s 
they most certainly 
were doing, and disproportion- 
ately high prices, producing ability 
considered. were finding 
remunerative market for Guernseys 
both sexes that was all out 
proportion their ability prod- 
uce transmit production 
milk. Surely, the poorest were 
selling for the lowest prices, gen- 
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build and improve his herd 
that will create desire for pure 
bred cattle. this pure breds 
must maintain 
over grades. must deal sound 
values. Through continuous test- 
ing, careful selection, and judicious 
mating, should the future 
able furnish pure bred sires with 
high average ability success- 
fully stamp the characteristics 
good type and high producing abil- 
ity their offspring. 

Our future outlook will also de- 
pend our developing our sales- 
manship ability for our breed and 
our breed’s product.

unless the registered herds are culled also. This something for the owners registered 
herds think about.

Various 
degrees shading show the status July 1933, 
eradication work every county the United States. 
This work, begun 1917 the Department coop- 
eration with the various states, has reduced the infec- 
tion minimum 1,626 counties, fifty-three per 
cent the total the United States. 

Eleven states have been officially designated 
modified accredited areas, signifying that tuberculosis 
among cattle has been reduced 0.5 per cent less 
the cattle population. These states are North Caro- 
lina, Maine, Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, Ohio, Ida- 
ho, North Dakota, Nevada, New Hampshire and Utah.
